Within recent weeks, Upland has seen the formation of 


a new and progressive organization here—a provisional local | 


chapter of the League of Women Voters of the United States. 


Formed early this month, the chapter is now seeking to” 


attain status as a full league member. Action in this regard 
is hoped for early next spring. 

Nationally, the league has a 28-year history of progres- 
sive, non-partisan action in the political life of 35 states. Five 
hundred fifty chapters have been formed in local commun- 
ities with 72,000 members. 

What the league stands for is most clearly stated in the 
by-laws: The purpose of the League of Women Voters of 
the United States shall be to promote political responsibility 
through informed and active participation of citizens in gov- 
ernment.” 

All women citizens are invited to become league mem- 
bers. There are also many men associate members. Care is 
taken that no single group of professional, economic, political 
or social description predominates. 

To assure the essentially non-partisan character of the 
organization, league leaders do not hold prominent positions 
in any party. Indeed, if they decide to accept major party 
responsibilities, they are obliged to resign from their league 
offices.

This would be quite a future 
for old rags, from underwear 
to overcoats. But a discovery 
by research chemists of Botany 
Mills, Inc., Passaic, N. J., may 
open the door. 

They found a way to extract 
a rich protein material from 
wool wastes, the pieces left 
over when wool is made into 
fabrics. Wool is made of pro- 
tein. So is human hair, skin, 
and other tissues. The protein 
from wool was found to con- 
tain 17 amino acids, the bricks 
from which all proteins are 
made, The stuff is yellow to 
light tan in color, is tasteless, 
and has little odor. 

The protein, named Botanein 
P, is being studied to find 
uses for it. There are many 
possibilities, says Charles F. H. 
Jackson, Jr., vice-president and 
general manager of the com- 
pany. 

After burns or injuries, the 
concentrated protein might help 
speed the growth of skin and 
_hair. Used in food, it might 
improve the growth of fur and 
feathers on animals and fowl. 
Other indicated uses, he adds, 
are in cosmetics, especially 
suntan creams; a concentrat- 
, ed nutrient for cattle; in broth 
or yeast to study bacterial 
growth; in purification of bev- 
erages; an agent to prevent 
corrosion; a fixing agent for 
non-run dyestuffs or pigments 
in calico or indigo printing, 
and as an adhesive.
